THE  $5  ORIGINAL  SERIES  BACK  VARIETIES 

As  I have  mentioned  previously,  there  are  three  different  versions  of  the 
central  vignette  (The  Landing  of  Columbus)  on  the  backs  of  Original  Series 
$5  notes.  The  second  and  third  varieties  of  the  back  vignettes  seem  to  have 
been  first  printed  in  the  Summer  and  Fall  of  1864,  about  the  same  times  that 
the  third  and  fourth  versions  of  the  face  vignettes  appeared.  Proofs  of  these 
three  back  varieties  appear  in  Gene  Hessler's  1979  book  U.S.  Essay,  Proof 
and  Specimen  Notes , on  pages  144,  145,  and  146,  where  the  engravers  for 
the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company  are  listed. 

In  addition,  the  1863  or  1864  Act  dates  appear  in  the  counterfeit  clause 
on  the  backs  of  these  $5  notes,  in  the  lower-right  portion  below  the  vignette. 
From  the  beginning,  the  Act  dates  were  faithfully  matched  with  the  Act  dates 
on  the  faces  of  these  notes.  This  policy  seems  to  have  continued  through  the 
early  1870s.  Subsequently,  1863  Act  faces  were  always  mated  with  1864 
Act  backs.  As  a result,  all  Series  of  1875  $5  notes  bear  the  1864  Act  date  on 
the  backs.  These  notes  also  all  bear  the  third  variety  of  the  back  vignette. 
Once  the  1 864  Act  was  passed,  its  counterfeit  provision  took  precedence  over 
that  of  the  1863  Act,  even  though  the  language  was  the  same.  I am  not  aware 
of  any  1864  Act  faces  mated  with  1863  backs. 

Determining  when  the  back  varieties  were  produced  and  issued  has  been 
much  more  difficult  than  the  faces,  which  have  plate  dates,  etc.  The  only 
time-date  reference  I have  had  for  the  backs  are  the  Treasury  serial  numbers 
on  observed  notes.  This  contrasts  with  the  many  pictures  or  photocopies  of 
the  faces  of  notes  that  are  available  in  catalogs  or  that  I had  seen  in  John 
Flickman's  files,  and  the  thousands  of  sheets  of  face  proofs  in  the 
Smithsonian. 
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1.  BACK  VARIETY  A:  This  is  the  Charter  418  note  with  a blue 
Treasury  serial  number,  illustrated  in  Part  Two  of  this  series.  The  Stamford, 
CT  and  the  Mount  Pleasant,  PA  notes  illustrated  in  Part  Five,  with  red 
Treasury  serial  numbers,  also  bear  this  exact  back,  except  with  different  state 
seals. 


2.  BACK  VARIETY  B:  This  is  the  back  of  the  Charter  475,  Boston, 
MA  note,  illustrated  in  Part  Five.  The  blue  Treasury  serial  number  on  this 
note  is  one  of  the  lowest  observed  with  this  back  variety.  The  note  bears  the 
1864  Act  date  on  both  sides. 


3.  BACK  VARIETY  C:  This  note  bears  the  1864  Act  date  on  both 
sides  and,  as  on  the  two  previous  notes,  the  Massachusetts  state  seal  at  the 
left. 
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BACK  VARIETY  A 


This  variety  is  apparently  found  on  all  notes  of  the  first  Treasury  block  (or 
series,  as  it  was  called  at  the  time)  that  had  a red  Treasury  serial  number  and 
no  prefix  letter  and  on  some  notes  in  the  first  half  of  the  second  Treasury 
block  (or  series)  that  had  blue  Treasury  serial  numbers.  Also,  I believe  this 
variety  always  bears  the  "Feb.  25,  1863"  Act  date.  The  central  vignette  was 
apparently  engraved  by  James  Bannister  and  the  variety  is  somewhat  scarce. 

Main  Characteristics:  Columbus  is  wearing  pants  or  pantaloons  which 
are  mostly  black  with  small  white  stripes.  There  is  dark  shading  along  the 
bottom  border. 


BACK  VARIETY  B 

This  variety  first  appears  on  notes  issued  early  in  the  blue  Treasury  serial 
number  block.  I have  observed  a few  notes  from  the  blue  Treasury  block,  a 
few  in  the  third  Treasury  block  (which  has  an  "A"  prefix),  and  one  note  from 
the  "E"  prefix  Treasury  block.  These  notes  bear  either  the  "Feb.  25,  1863" 
Act  date  or  the  "June  3,  1864"  Act  date.  This  vignette  was  apparently 
engraved  by  Louis  Delnoce.  The  variety  is  very  scarce. 

Main  Characteristics:  Columbus's  pants  or  pantaloons  are  now  much 
lighter,  while  the  "V"  design  on  his  shirt  is  much  deeper.  There  is  still  dark 
shading  along  the  bottom  border. 

BACK  VARIETY  C 

This  variety  has  appeared  on  notes  issued  with  Treasury  serial  numbers 
early  in  the  second  half  of  the  blue  Treasury  block  and  with  both  Act  dates. 
The  latest  notes  seen  with  the  1863  Act  date  are  in  the  "H"  Treasury  block. 
This  vignette  was  reportedly  engraved  by  Walter  Sliirlaw  and  is  very 
common,  although  it  is  very  scarce  with  the  1 863  Act  date. 

Main  Characteristics:  Columbus's  pants  or  pantaloons  are  again  a 
lighter  shade,  but  the  "V"  design  on  his  shirt  is  much  shallower.  The  dark 
shading  along  the  bottom  border  is  now  gone. 
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4.  A proof  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  almost  the  same  as 
Back  Variety  A.  The  dark  shading  along  the  bottom  of  the  vignette  is  a little 
different.  This  shading  was  probably  modified  slightly  before  use  on 
production  plates. 


5.  A proof  of  the  "Landing  of  Columbus"  vignette  of  Back  Variety  B. 


6.  A proof  of  Back  Variety  C with  the  1864  Act  date.  Penciled  in  near 
the  bottom  is  "Walter  Shirlaw  engraved  this  either  wholly  or  in  part."

7.  A wash  drawing,  by  an  unknown  artist,  likely  prepared  for  the 
Continental  Bank  Note  Company.  (From  the  American  Bank  Note  Archives 
Collection) 


8.  A version  of  the  "Landing  of  Columbus"  vignette,  prepared  by  the

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OTHER  CHARACTERISTICS 


There  are  several  other  minor  differences  on  these  three  back  varieties, 
such  as  the  various  small  boats  in  the  left  background,  and  the  differing 
designs  and  fine  lines  in  the  flags  in  the  foreground.  There  were  yet  other 
versions  of  this  Columbus  vignette,  produced  by  the  American  Bank  Note 
Company  and  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  although  these  varieties 
were  never  used  on  any  notes. 


DISCUSSION 

By  June  2,  1864,  the  day  before  the  1864  Act,  there  were  456  charter 
numbers  assigned  to  national  banks.  Two  banks  of  this  group,  Charter  195, 
Ottumwa,  IA,  and  Charter  232,  Lansing,  MI,  never  received  any  notes  and 
were  quickly  liquidated.  I am  not  sure  that  they  completed  the  chartering 
process,  although  the  Comptroller  received  $5  notes  for  the  Charter  232  bank. 
Eight  other  banks  of  this  group  never  issued  any  $5  First  Charter  notes.  The 
456  banks  were  located  in  twenty-four  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
the  Nebraska  Territory.  All  their  original  $5  face  plates  would  bear  the  1863 
Act  date.  By  mid- 1867,  banks  were  chartered  in  ten  more  states  and  four 
more  territories.  As  a result,  there  were  1864  Act  banks  in  thirty-four  states, 
DC,  and  five  territories  at  that  time. 

I assume  that  the  bank  note  companies  printed  the  backs  of  the  sheets  of 
notes  first,  and  that  they  maintained  stocks  of  printed  backs  with  both  Act 
dates.  These  stocks  would  have  included  common  backs  for  the  territories 
and  different  backs  for  each  state  and  DC.  The  Continental  Bank  Note 
Company  would  thus  have  had  to  maintain  a stock  of  over  sixty  different  $5 
backs  in  the  late  1860s.  It  seems  very  likely  that  some  intermixing  of  back 
vignette  varieties  for  various  states  occurred  during  those  early  years. 

In  Parts  Five  and  Six,  I have  described  the  variations  found  in  the  face 
and  back  vignettes  of  Original  Series  and  Series  of  1875  $5  notes.  These 
variations  do  not  seem  to  occur  on  any  other  issues  of  national  bank  notes. 
The  evolution  of  the  vignette  varieties,  along  with  the  two  Act  dates  found  on 
$5  notes,  have  been  primary  factors  in  providing  insights  into  design  and 
production  decisions  by  the  bank  note  companies,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  during  the  early  years  of  the 
national  currency  era. 
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10.  An  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  412,  with  Back  Variety  A and 
the  highest  Treasury  serial  number:  368427  (blue),  I have  observed  with  this 
back  variety. 


11.  An  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  313,  with  Back  Variety  B and, 
by  far,  the  highest  Treasury  serial  number:  E225892),  I have  observed  with 
this  variety.  This  note  bears  the  1 863  Act  date  on  both  sides. 
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12.  An  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  344,  with  Back  Variety  C with 
the  lowest  Treasury  serial  number:  518777  (blue),  I have  observed  with  this 
variety.  This  note  bears  the  1863  Act  date  on  both  sides. 
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13.  An  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  24,  with  Back  Variety  C and 
Treasury  serial  number:  E486554),  bearing  the  1863  Act  date  on  both  sides  of 
the  note. 
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14.  An  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  19,  with  Back  Variety  C with 
one  of  the  highest  Treasury  serial  numbers:  H36381 1),  I have  observed  with 
the  1 863  Act  date  on  the  back  of  the  note. 
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15.  Another  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  24,  with  Back  Variety  C and 
Treasury  serial  number:  K3 19358),  printed  in  July  1872.  This  note  bears  the 
1 864  Act  date  on  the  back.  The  backs  of  all  other  observed  notes  with  higher 
Treasury  serial  numbers  also  bear  the  1864  Act  date. 
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16.  The  back  design  prepared  by  the  "American  Bank  Note  Company" 
that  appeared  on  all  $10  First  Charter  national  bank  notes,  with  the  central 
vignette  "DeSoto  Discovering  the  Mississippi." 
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17.  A back  design  that  was  apparently  prepared  by  the  "Continental  Bank 
Note  Company"  for  $10  First  Charter  notes.  Notice  the  similarities  in  style  to 
the  $5  notes  prepared  by  Continental,  including  the  more  oval  border  on  the 
central  DeSoto  vignette.

OTHER  EARLY  PLATE  VARIATIONS 

The  only  early  plate  variations  I have  discovered  other  than  on  early  $5 
notes,  are  on  some  early  $10  plates.  These  are  minor  varieties,  but  still 
somewhat  significant.  One  variety  involves  the  flourish  lines  at  the  lower 
right  of  the  "10"  in  the  upper  right  comer  of  the  notes.  On  the  early  10-10- 
10-10  plates,  which  were  the  first  produced,  the  main  line  curves  down  and  to 
the  left,  while  on  all  10-10-10-20  plates,  the  line  curves  just  slightly 
downward.  On  later  10-10-10-10  plates,  the  main  line  also  curves  slightly 
downward  as  on  the  10-10-10-20  plates.  At  the  present,  I do  not  know  when 
this  change  took  place. 

Also,  I had  seen  proof  notes  from  a 10-10-10-10  plate  in  which  the  plate 
position  letters  are  considerably  larger  than  on  other  Original  Series  $10 
notes.  This  variation  appeared  on  the  notes  from  a $10  Original  Series  proof 
sheet  of  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Springfield,  MA,"  Charter  14.  At  first,  I 
was  not  sure  whether  notes  from  this  plate  had  been  issued,  as  I suspected 
that  it  might  have  been  a trial  or  experimental  plate  because  of  the  larger 
plate-position  letters.  However,  when  I examined  the  Series  of  1875  10-10- 
10-10  proof  sheet  for  this  bank  in  the  Smithsonian,  the  larger  plate-position 
letters  were  still  there.  In  addition,  the  large-letter  variety  appears  on  a few 
other  Series  of  1875  10-10-10-10  sheets  in  the  Smithsonian,  including  Charter 
1,  Philadelphia,  PA,  and  Charter  2,  New  Haven,  CT. 

On  a few  Series  of  1875  10-10-10-10  and  10-10-10-20  replacement 
plates,  there  is  a variety  with  large  italicized  plate  letters.  The  Bureau 
probably  made  these  plates  during  the  1 880s.  All  observed  notes  with  these 
italicized  plate  letters,  from  either  Series  of  1875  or  Series  of  1882  issues, 
bear  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  logo  in  the  bottom  border  design. 

These  are  the  only  other  design  variations  1 am  aware  of  on  First  Charter 
notes,  except  where  the  Bureau  logo  had  replaced  the  bank  note  company 
logos  on  some  plates  late  in  the  Series  of  1 875  issues. 
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1.  An  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  159,  Syracuse,  NY,  from  a 10-10- 
10-10  plate  and  an  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  55,  Indianapolis,  IN, 
from  a 10-10-10-20  plate. 


2.  The  upper  right  comer  of  the  same  two  notes  showing  the  differences  in 
the  flourish  lines. 
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3.  An  Original  Series  proof  note  from  Charter  14,  Springfield,  MA,  with 
the  large  plate-position  letters. 


4.  Above:  The  large  plate-position  letter  found  on  a few  early  10-10-10- 
10. plates.  Center:  The  normal-size  plate-position  letter  found  on  most  $10 
Original  Series,  Series  of  1875,  and  Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  notes. 
Below:  The  large  italicized  plate-position  letter  found  on  a few  Series  of  1875 
and  Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  notes. 
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5.  A Charter  2493  Series  of  1875  note  from  a 10-10-10-10  (E-F-G-H) 
plate  with  the  large  italicized  plate  letters  and  the  Bureau  logo  at  the  bottom. 
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6.  The  bottom  notes  from  two  Charter  2142,  20-20-20-20  proof  sheets. 
Notice  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  logo  (above)  and  the  Bureau  logo 
(below),  but  the  identical  T-shaped  plate  marking  on  both  sheets.  This 
indicates  that  both  sheets  came  from  the  same  plate.  The  small  2142  in  the 
bottom  selvage  is  engraved  on  the  plate  and  appears  in  black,  while  the  larger 
2142s  are  stamped  in  blue  on  the  sheets. 
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ORIGINAL  SERIES  TREASURY  SIGNATURE  VARIATIONS 


On  Original  Series  notes,  I have  noticed  that  each  denomination  has  its 
own  unique  engraving  of  the  Treasury  signatures.  On  $5  notes  with  the  L.E. 
Chittenden  signature,  the  dot  of  the  "i"  is  more  to  the  right  and  the  "d"  is  not 
as  tall  as  on  other  denominations.  On  $10  notes,  the  "d"  is  tall,  but  not  as 
closed  as  on  the  $20  and  $50  notes.  The  period  after  "L"  is  pointed  slightly 
down  to  the  right  only  on  $20  notes,  while  the  period  after  "E"  is  pointed 
down  to  the  left  only  on  $50  notes.  Also,  on  $50  notes,  the  dot  on  the  "i"  is 
smaller  and  pointed  down  to  the  left  and  the  first  "e"  in  Chittenden  is  more 
closed.  There  were  no  $1  or  $2  notes  with  the  Chittenden  signature,  as  these 
denominations  were  not  produced  until  early  1 865,  after  he  had  left  office. 

On  the  F.E.  Spinner  signatures,  the  letter  "F"  bears  a period  on  the  $1,  $5, 
and  $20  notes,  but  not  on  the  $2,  $10,  and  $50  notes.  On  $10  notes,  the  letter 
"E"  bears  a hollow  period  with  the  Chittenden  signature,  while  the  period  is 
filled  in  when  paired  with  the  S.B.  Colby  signature.  There  are  other  minor 
variations  on  all  denominations,  including  the  dot  of  the  "i." 

The  S.B.  Colby,  Register  of  the  Treasury,  signature  is  largest  on  $5  notes 
produced  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.,  and  a little  smaller  and 
somewhat  similar  on  $10  notes  produced  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 
On  $1  notes,  also  produced  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  the  Colby 
signature  is  even  smaller  although  almost  identical  to  the  $10  version. 
However,  on  $2  notes  produced  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.,  which  were 
always  mated  on  plates  with  $1  notes  for  printing,  this  signature  is  quite 
different.  This  is  especially  noticeable  on  the  left  side  of  the  "B"  and  most  of 
the  letters  in  Colby.  This  engraving  of  Colby's  signature  looks  almost  like  the 
work  of  an  incompetent  forger. 

The  John  Allison,  Register  of  the  Treasury,  signature  appears  on  both 
Original  Series  and  Series  of  1875  notes.  The  engravings  of  this  signature 
must  have  been  prepared  by  the  bank  note  companies  after  he  took  office  in 
1869  and  then  later  used  for  the  Series  of  1875  issues.  Again,  these 
engravings  differ  for  most  denominations.  The  Allison  signature  on  $2  notes 
is  also  a little  peculiar.  This  engraving  has  a very  rounded  top  to  the  "A." 
The  $5  notes  show  an  "A"  that  is  slightly  rounded,  while  the  "n"  in  Allison 
has  a long  high  tail.  On  $1,  $10,  and  $20  notes  the  "A"  is  very  pointed  at  the 
top.  The  "i"  is  dotted  differently  on  $1  notes. 
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7.  The  very  slightly  different  "L.E.  Chittenden-F.E.  Spinner"  Treasury 
signature  combinations  on  $10,  $20,  and  $50  Original  Series  notes.  The 
Charter  153,  $50  note  appeared  in  Part  Two  of  this  series. 
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8.  The  very  different  S.B.  Colby  signatures  on  $1,  $2,  $5,  and  $10 
Original  Series  notes. 
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9.  The  different  F.E.  Spinner  signatures  on  $10  Original  Series  notes. 
Notice  the  hollow  period  after  the  "E"  on  the  top  note.  The  Charter  636  note 
appeared  in  Part  Three  of  this  series. 
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10.  The  various  John  Allison  signatures  on  $1,  $2,  $5,  and  $20  notes. 
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SERIES  OF  1875  TREASURY  SIGNATURES 


The  first  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  signature  on  Series  of  1875  notes 
was  that  of  Jno.  C.  New,  who  entered  office  on  June  30,  1875.  This  signature 
on  $1,  S 2,  $5,  $10,  and  $20  notes  appears  to  be  from  a single  engraving. 
Likewise,  the  A.U.  Wyman  Treasurer  signature  on  observed  $1  and  $5  notes, 
from  plates  produced  during  his  1876-77  term  of  office,  also  appears  to  be 
from  a single  engraving.  In  contrast,  the  signature  of  Jas.  Gilfillan,  who 
became  Treasurer  on  July,  1,  1877,  varies  slightly  on  different  denominations. 
The  engraving  of  his  signature  on  $5  notes  is  smaller  (about  1"  long) 
compared  to  his  engraved  signature  on  $10  and  $20  notes  (about  VA"  long 
and  a little  taller). 

Glenni  W.  Scofield  replaced  John  Allison  as  the  Register  of  the  Treasury 
on  April  1,  1878.  Allison’s  signature  had  been  paired  with  Spinner's  on 
Original  Series  notes,  and,  on  Series  of  1875  notes,  with  those  of  the  three 
Treasurers  previously  mentioned.  The  signature  engravings  of  G.W.  Scofield 
and  his  successor,  B.K.  Bruce,  are  correspondingly  smaller  on  the  $5  notes, 
with  nearly  the  same  respective  lengths.  These  two  sets  of  engravings  and 
the  Gilfillan  pair,  except  for  size,  are  very  similar.  This  indicates  to  me  that 
they  were  probably  prepared  by  the  same  engraver.  In  most  cases,  there  are 
small  differences  in  the  dotting  of  the  "i"  or  in  the  period  after  an  initial.  For 
example,  the  periods  of  "B.K."  in  B.K.  Bruce,  are  pointed  down  to  the  left  on 
$5  notes,  and  down  to  the  right  on  $10  and  $20  notes. 

DISCUSSION 

The  varieties  and  variations  discussed  in  Parts  Five,  Six,  and  Seven  have 
often  helped  me  to  determine  whether  some  notes  (especially  Original  Series 
issues)  were  genuine  or  counterfeit.  Of  course,  many  times  these  variations 
are  correct  on  counterfeit  notes.  I have  also  found  that  the  least  accurate 
features  on  counterfeit  notes  are  the  shapes  of  the  Treasury  and  bank  serial 
numbers  or  the  charter  numbers,  when  present.  Unfortunately,  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  find  a genuine  national  bank  note  of  the  same  series  of  issue  as  a 
known  counterfeit  note. 
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11.  The  very  slightly  varying  different-size  B.K.  Bruce  signatures  on  a 
Series  of  1875  $5  note  (above)  and  on  a $10  note  (below). 


HEATH’S  COUNTERFEIT  DETECTOR  NOTES 

During  the  mid  and  late  1860s  and  the  1870s,  Laban  Heath  of  Boston, 
MA,  published  several  editions  of  books  titled  "Heath's  Infallible  Counterfeit 
Detector  At  Sight,"  in  both  a Banking  & Counting  House  Edition  and  a 
smaller  Pocket  Edition.  Heath  not  only  obtained  permission  from  the  U.S. 
Treasury  Department  for  the  bank  note  companies  in  New  York  to  produce 
portions  of  genuine  notes  for  his  books,  but  he  also  persuaded  the  Treasury 
Department  to  have  the  bank  note  companies  print  impressions  from 
confiscated  counterfeit  plates.  I believe  they  usually  produced  these 
impressions,  from  the  face  plate  and  the  back  plate,  on  one  side  of  a card 
stock,.  Heath  then  apparently  had  them  inserted  loosely,  in  varying  amounts, 
in  the  Banking  & Counting  House  editions.  Through  the  years,  I have 
occasionally  seen  these  prints  offered  for  sale — although  usually  only  the  face 
impression.  This  has  made  me  wonder  how  many  of  the  back  impressions 
may  have  cut  off  and  sold  as  "authentic"  proofs. 
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12.  A Charter  290  Original  Series  note  from  the  "D"  plate  position  of  a 20- 

20-20-20  sheet. 
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13.  The  face  and  back  of  a Heath  Counterfeit  Detector  note  for  Charter 
290,  New  York  City,  printed  on  a card  from  confiscated  plates.  Notice  the 
upper  left  border  does  not  line  up  properly  after  the  word  twenty. 
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14.  The  Treasury  signature  area  of  the  genuine  note  (above),  and  the 
Counterfeit  Detector  note  (below).  Notice  on  the  counterfeit  that  the  line 
crossing  the  "tt"  in  Chittenden  is  not  long  enough  to  the  left,  and  that  the  dot 
of  the  "i"  varies  somewhat  in  both  Chittenden  and  Spinner.  Also,  the  periods 
in  "U.S."  and  after  "Washington."  are  not  as  square  as  on  the  genuine  note. 


15.  The  lower-left  portions  of  the  genuine  note  (above)  and  the  counterfeit 
(below).  Along  the  left  border,  above  the  foot,  the  genuine  shows  a small 
portion  of  the  top  right  of  a "7,"  while  the  "75"  slants  down.  On  the 
counterfeit,  the  "75"  slants  up.  Also  notice  the  difference  in  word 
"LEXINGTON." 
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16.  A Series  of  1875  proof  from  Charter  1,  also  with  the  large  plate- 
position  letters,  (Photo  courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution),  and  a Heath 
Counterfeit  Detector  note  printed  from  a confiscated  Original  Series 
counterfeit  plate.  Notice  the  wrong  plate  date,  small  plate-position  letters, 
wrong  flourish  lines,  no  hollow  period  after  the  "E"  in  F.E.  Spinner,  and  some 
other  minor  differences.

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FEDERAL  RESERVE  BANK  OF  DALLAS  TOUR

On  November  21,  1995  18  members  of  the  Dallas, 
Mid-Cities  and  Fort  Worth  Coin  Clubs  took  a tour  of 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Dallas.  It  is  located 
at  2200  N.  Pearl  St.  in  an  extremely  large  building 
that  cost  $164,000,000  to  build.  The  building  is 
composed  of  Indiana  limestone.  Indiana  limestone 
was  used  for  other  buildings  in  downtown  Dallas. 
Therefore  the  Federal  Reserve  Building  blends  in 
nicely.  It  is  14  stories  tall  and  the  ground  floor 
covers  six  acres.  It  was  built  to  meet  the  Dallas 
Federal  Reserve's  needs  for  the  next  50  years. 

The  coin  club  members  gathered  in  the  bank's 
lobby  and  met  our  tour  guide,  Tom  Atkins,  who  is  a 
bank  examiner.  A security  guard  handed  out  a 
visitor  badge  to  each  person.  The  badges  are  green 
with  black  printing. 

Mr.  Atkins  told  us  a brief  history  of  the 
building.  The  previous  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of 
Dallas  had  become  obsolete  and  the  new  building  was 
built  between  June  1990  and  May  1992.  The  old 
building  was  designated  an  historical  landmark  by 
the  city  of  Dallas  in  1979.  That  building  is 
located  at  400  S.  Akard  St.  It  was  in  use  from 
1921  until  1992. 

At  this  point  our  tour  began.  In  the  lobby  are 
two  teller  windows  which  allow  those  interested  to 
purchase  United  States  securities.  There  is  also 
an  electronic  ticker  that  displays  up  to  the  minute 
financial  information.  Also  in  the  lobby  is  a 
massive  piece  of  sculpture  titled  "The  Sodbuster" . 
It  consists  of  a farmer  tilling  the  soil  with  a 
pair  of  oxen. 

From  the  lobby  we  passed  through  massive  security 
doors  with  metal  detectors . We  were  told  the  bank 
has  its  own  travel  agency  to  book  its  employees 
travel  plans.  I then  saw  a one  window  post  office 
that  sells  stamps  and  does  not  accept  any  currency 
over  $10 . 

We  went  into  a room  and  watched  a video  on  the 
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Federal  Reserve  System  and  on  the  Dallas  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  in  particular.  Coin  comes  from  the 
Denver  Mint,  paper  money  is  shipped  from  the  Bureau 
of  Engraving  and  Printing  plants  in  Washington  D.C. 
and  Fort  Worth  and  currency  is  also  delivered  by 
armored  cars  from  Federal  Reserve  System  member 
banks.  Checks  are  flown  in  nightly  from  the  Dallas 
Fed's  branches  in  Houston,  San  Antonio  and  El  Paso. 
Checks  are  processed  around  the  clock,  seven  days  a 
week.  Currency  and  coin  are  counted  by  high-speed 
counters  and  wrappers  that  can  detect  counterfeits. 
Food  stamps  are  handled  in  a similar  way.  The 
vault  is  five  stories  tall,  with  three  stories 
underground.  Currency  is  stored  in  baskets  similar 
to  clothes  hampers  that  are  known  as  "currency 
buses".  The  "currency  buses"  are  bar-coded  and 
stored  and  retrieved  on  command  by  robotics. 
Robotics  have  replaced  much  lifting  to  eliminate 
injuries  to  people  who  used  to  do  these  jobs.  All 
of  this  is  guarded  by  a sophisticated  security 
system  featuring  video,  heat  and  movement 
detectors . 

After  the  film  there  was  a question  and  answer 
session  with  our  tour  guide.  Then  we  proceeded 
with  the  tour.  Along  the  tour  route  there  were 
several  exhibits  to  educate  visitors.  I will  now 
discuss  these  exhibits  plus  several  other  shops. 

The  first  exhibit  was  on  security  - past  and 
present.  On  display  were  a revolver  and  a tear  gas 
gun  that  were  part  of  the  arsenal  of  the  past . We 
learned  that  there  is  a shooting  range  in  the 
basement  of  the  Fed  so  that  officers  can  hone  their 
shooting  skills.  Also  on  display  were  three 
different  security  badges,  a cut-out  view  of  the 
Fed's  walls  that  shows  how  strong  they  were  built 
and  a picture  of  the  security  room  that  shows 
security  officers  viewing  very  many  television 
monitors . 

There  were  several  currency  exhibits  along  the 
tour.  There  was  a barrel  of  mutilated  currency  and 
$1,000,000  in  new  currency  in  different 
denominations.  The  exhibit  also  had  one  and  five 
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cents  assembled  into  the  form  of  a large  triangle. 
Food  coupons  (more  commonly  called  food  stamps) 
were  displayed,  too.  All  food  coupons  were  stamped 
"SPECIMEN".  There  were  five  $1  coupons,  five  $5 
coupons  and  five  $10  coupons  on  display.  Each 
denomination  came  from  a different  food  coupon 
book.  One  can  tell  this  by  the  fact  that  each  food 
coupon  in  a book  has  the  same  serial  number, 
regardless  of  denomination,  as  the  book  the  coupon 
came  from. 

One  exhibit  consisted  of  large  denomination 
currency.  Fronts  of  the  following  Federal  Reserve 
Note  denominations  were  displayed:  $500,  $1,000, 
$5,000,  and  $10, 000. All  four  of  these  notes  had 
serial  numbers  of  "00000000".  This  signified  that 
these  notes  are  specimen  notes  and  are  printed  only 
on  one  side.  Since  1969  it  has  been  the  policy  of 
the  Federal  Reserve  System  to  send  high 
denomination  notes  issued  for  circulation  such  as 
these  to  the  Fed  for  destruction.  The  last  of 
these  high  denomination  notes  were  printed  in  1945. 

One  other  note  was  on  display.  This  was  a 
$100,000.00  Gold  Certificate.  It  had  serial  number 
F0000000A.  Again,  this  represents  a specimen  note 
printed  only  on  one  side.  However,  in  this 
particular  case  two  notes  were  used  to  show  both 
front  and  back  of  this  interesting  note  that 
consist  of  only  the  Series  of  1934 . This  note  was 
only  for  transactions  between  different  Federal 
Reserve  Banks . 

There  was  a check  sorting  exhibit.  Different 
types  of  checks  were  shown  such  as  every  day  checks 
along  with  travel  checks  and  money  orders.  The 
specifics  of  a check  were  explained.  One  could 
learn  what  all  the  different  numbers  on  a check 
mean.  This  was  very  enlightening.  An  IBM  803 
check  sorter  from  circa  1950  also  was  part  of  the 
exhibit.  This  was  a very  small  machine  when 
compared  to  the  check  sorters  we  saw  later  on 
during  the  tour.  The  current  check  sorters  sort 
checks  into  thirty  bins  to  be  sent  to  their 
respective  banks,  Federal  Reserve  Banks  and 
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clearing  houses. 

An  informative  exhibit  was  the  one  on  wire 
transferring.  This  was  explained  and  it  was  stated 
that  over  eight  trillion  dollars  is  wired  out  of 
the  Dallas  Federal  Reserve  Bank  every  year.  For 
example,  if  a bank  in  Austin  needs  a wire  transfer 
to  Los  Angeles,  the  wire  transfer  goes  from  Austin 
to  the  Dallas  Fed,  then  the  Dallas  Fed  sends  the 
wire  transfer  to  the  San  Francisco  Fed  and  then  the 
San  Francisco  Fed  sends  the  wire  transfer  to  the 
receiving  bank  in  Los  Angeles.  This  exhibit  has  an 
electronic  counter  that  is  constantly  updated 
showing  how  much  money  is  being  wire  transferred 
from  the  Dallas  Fed.  In  order  to  get  to  over  eight 
trillion  dollars,  one  can  imagine  how  fast  the 
digits  roll  by! 

We  were  able  to  glimpse  into  the  main  vault  only 
for  a few  seconds.  We  did  see  the  "currency  buses" 
in  action.  The  vault  looked  like  a huge  warehouse. 
However,  the  only  "goods"  here  was  money! 

We  were  able  to  look  at  currency  counting  and 
banding  machines  through  large  windows . There  are 
always  at  least  two  operators  with  each  machine  to 
discourage  any  type  of  temptation.  Worn  currency 
is  sent  directly  from  these  machines  by  pneumatic 
tubes  to  be  shredded.  Counterfeits  can  be 
rejected,  also.  These  are  turned  over  to  the 
Secret  Service. 

The  last  exhibit  is  one  of  counterfeit  currency. 
It  consists  of  one  each  of  genuine  and  counterfeit 
Federal  Reserve  Notes  of  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50,  and 
$100  denominations.  You  get  to  guess  the 
counterfeit  note  for  each  denomination  and  push  a 
corresponding  button.  The  display  will  tell  you  if 
you  are  correct  or  not.  The  $50  counterfeit  was  a 
"star"  note.  This  means  that  its  serial  number 
ended  with  a "star".  Genuine  U.S.  currency  that  has 
a star  as  part  of  its  serial  number  signifies  that 
this  note  replaces  a defective  note  in  the  printing 
process.  Therefore  a "star"  note  is  a replacement 
note.  I had  never  seen  a counterfeit  "star"  note 
before.  I found  this  to  be  highly  unusual. 
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This  is  where  the  tour  ended  and  we  exited  out  of 
the  massive  security  doors.  Our  visitor  badges 
were  reclaimed  and  we  were  given  small  bags  of 
shredded  currency  to  remember  our  tour  by.  We 
learned  very  much  from  our  tour  guide.  I highly 
recommend  this  tour  for  numismatic  and  non- 
numismatic  groups. 

The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Dallas  is  located  at 
2200  N.  Pearl  St.,  Dallas,  TX  75201-2272.  Tours 
are  conducted  at  10:00  am  and  2:00  pm  Monday 
through  Thursday  and  must  be  scheduled  in  advance. 
The  tour  lasts  about  90  minutes.  The  Fed  will  send 
you  a conformation  letter  along  with  a map 
depicting  their  location  and  information  on 
parking.  For  security  reasons,  cameras  are  not 
allowed  in  the  building.
